Do readers, like me, have 'stuff' around their home they'd 
like to sell, but can't be bothered to put it on selling sites 
because they don't want to have to sort out postage and 
packing, and don't want to pay fees to sell them? 

Well I was thinking about ways round this and have come 
up with an idea. I've set up a Facebook group called Bar 
Hill Buy & Sell. If you're a resident of Bar Hill, this is a 
group for you! You can list your item, and people living 
locally can buy it and collect from you at a time that suits 
you both. That means you don't have to worry about 
wrapping and posting the item. Also it's free to advertise 
your item(s), which means there are no seller fees. 

It's just a direct sale - you put your item up with a photo, a 
price and description. If a person wants to buy it, they 
message you and you arrange for them to collect. They 
come, pay you the money and then take the item. Easyl 
What the group isn't: It isn't somewhere to advertise 
your services (e.g. plumber, electrician, man with a van), 
enrol people (e.g. business opportunity, social clubs, 
fundraising etc.), sell through a company (e.g. slimming 
products, Avon, Bettenoare etc.), or advertise your event.

It has become increasingly frustrating and irritating with 
planes regularly carrying out acrobatic manoeuvres above 
or near Bar Hill. I've been a resident for many years and 
am certain the acrobatic manoeuvres have only occurred 
over the past year or two. When the planes are carrying 
out their display, the noise is extremely grating and 
disturbs any chance of peace and quiet I have in the 
garden, or even in the house. There is little respite as the 
display can go on for up to half-an-hour, sometimes 
several times a day. In particular, the racket when carrying 
out the loop-the-loop manoeuvre is the most obtrusive 
noise of all and often gives me a headache. There is 
currently no recourse for stopping planes practising their 
manoeuvres. 

What I would like to understand is: 

• Where are these planes based? A new airfield? 

The number of planes flying over Bar Hill in general 
seems to have increased dramatically over the years. 

• Why are they allowed to performs acrobatic 
manoeuvres over or near residential areas? Surely this 
has serious safety concerns in addition to noise 
pollution. I'm thinking of the recent Shoreham air crash 
as an example. 

• How can we put a stop to this irritating noise pollution 
and enjoy peace and quiet in our own homes?

Devolution - on 16th March, as part of the Budget, the 
Chancellor announced details of an East Anglia Devolution 
Deal proposal covering Cambridgeshire, Peterborough, 
Norfolk and Suffolk. Leaders of all Councils in the area 
committed to take the proposals to their councils in order 
to decide if they wish to progress this devolution deal. 
Cambridgeshire County Council met on 22nd March and 
resolved to inform the Secretary of State that it did not 
consider that the deal, in its current form, was acceptable. 
NHS National Diabetes Prevention Programme 
[NDPP] - this programme is part of the NHS 'Five Year 
Forward View', a joint initiative between NHS England, 
Public Health England and Diabetes UK. The NDPP will 
identify, primarily through the NHS Health Checks 
Programme, those at high risk of type 2 diabetes. A referral 
to a bespoke local lifestyle service [funded by NHS 
England] will be offered to encourage behaviour change 
which will help to reduce the risk of developing Type 2 
diabetes. 

Smart Cambridge - the Smart Cambridge programme 
has been allocated £300,000 by the Greater Cambridge 
City Deal Executive Board to develop a smart city 
management platform which will use data and emerging 
technology to help to tackle city challenges. Smart 
Cambridge will involve citizens to find creative ways to 
help reduce congestion, improve air quality and deliver 
health care.

NEWSLETTER FROM HEIDI ALLEN 

The last months have been incredibly varied - there is 
little an MP doesn't need to be up to speed with! 

Recently, I co-hosted a meeting at Cambourne Village 
College, at which Heads and Governors from secondary 
schools across Cambridgeshire were invited to share 
anything on their minds. Difficulties with teacher 
recruitment was the main topic and we floated the idea 
of running a recruitment fair to help schools fill vacancies. 
I'll be looking at this over the next few weeks. 

The Principals of Hills Road and Long Road came to 
Westminster this month to meet Minister Nick Boles. The 
Government is currently reviewing sixth form provision 
across the country, so we were relieved to hear he was 
fully aware of the excellent education these institutions 
provide and has no plans to change the way they are 
structured. 

After Christmas, I met an inspirational group of mums 
who shared their difficulties with the Child Support 
Agency. The Government is currently moving CSA clients 
over to a new system, so now is the perfect time to 
review failings in the old system. The ladies came to 
Westminster to meet the Chair of the Work and Pensions 
Select Committee, of which I am a member, to convince 
him that this was an area the Committee should look at. 

I am delighted to report he agreed, so we will formally 
review the system and make recommendations. With all 
the recent drama at DWP, I'll be making sure that the 
new Secretary of State, Stephen Crabb, has a full in-tray! 

And finally, over the last month I have been trialling a 
new way of running my surgeries. I've held two "no 
appointment necessary" drop-in events which proved 
really popular, with dozens of residents talking to me on a 
wide variety of topics. My next scheduled sessions are 
Saturday 21st May from 10.30-12.30pm in Duxford/ 
Whittlesford; and Friday 17th June from 6-8pm in 
Papworth Everard.
